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Properties of Bakelised Asbestos 
By C. B. Gorpon-SALE 


Asbestos, previously of considerable application in the 
electrical industries, found greater extension when it was 
first impregnated with bakelite synthetic resin. Altho the 
material is fairly well known, there seems to be some doubt 
with regard to its commercial properties, and the object of 
the following is to clear the matter up. 

In the first place bakelised asbestos sheet is usually 
better cured than the corresponding material having paper 
or textile as a base. The reason for this is obvious—the 
relatively high temperatures required for ploymerisation 
are likely to cause damage to ordinary materials and thus 
the sheets are often put on the market in a semi-cured 
condition which, while it makes no appreciable difference 
to the appearance, considerably detracts from their elee- 
trical insulating properties. On the other hand, when as- 
bestos is the base material full curing may be given with 
the certainty that no damage will result. 

As might be expected, bakelised asbestos finds chief 
application where heat resistance is of prime importance. 
Thus we find it used as a base for resistances, small fuses 
and like electrical parts where either continuous or inter- 
mittent rise in temperature is to be expected. 

The maximum temperature at which the material may 
be used is about 320 degrees F. This temperature does not 
allow the material to change at all either in appearance or 
in physical and electrical properties. Actually, consider- 
ably higher temperatures may be safely withstood if there 
is no reason for the sheet to remain free from slight em- 
brittlement or to retain a polished surface. 

Of the earlier products it has been objected that they 
were distinctly alkaline and furthermore absorbed mois- 
ture to an extent likely to be prejudiced to dielectric 
strength under conditions of humidity. 

Due to the very nature of the asbestos it is practically 
impossible to produce material which is not alkaline yet at 
the same time the degree is not such that can cause corro- 
sion. Tests carried out in a water saturated atmosphere at

90 deg. F. showed that there was no appreciable chemical 
action on the common metals—brass, nickel, silver, bronze 
and monel metal. Slight coloring of the surface of the 
metals was noticeable but this is almost certain to occur 
even with a perfectly neutral body. 





Water absorption rarely exceeds about 14% per cent 
tho with cheaper qualities it is likely to be higher. 

For the agent who wishes to purchase good quality 
bakelised asbestos sheet the following particulars may be 
useful. It should be appreciated, however, that altho the 
specification is definitely commercial and can be met by 
all the reputable companies, yet at the same time it re- 
stricts material received to good quality intended for elec- 
trical insulating purposes. 

Asbestos Content—55% plus or minus 10%. 

Water absorption—12 hours in water at 180 deg. F. 
should not cause an increase in weight over 2%. 

Heat Loss. 12 hrs. at 260 deg. F. should not cause a 
decrease in weight over 2%. 

Embrittlement. 12 hours at 350 deg. F. should not 
discolor the sheet nor render it appreciably more brittle. 

Aleohol extract. 4 hours repeated extract should not 
cause a loss in weight greater than 5%. 

Electrical Tests. If the above are satisfactory, elee- 
trical tests themselves are redundant. 

Alkalinity. The sheet should be only slightly alkaline. 
Litmus may be used for the test and the sheet should be 
roughened with sandpaper. 

It should be borne in mind that the above particulars 
apply only to sheet below .2” in thickness which, however, 
includes the sizes for which there is greatest demand.

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Why Do We Use Canvas 
On Pipe Covering? 


An executive in the insulation line stopped one day 
to chat with a distributor of that commodity. ‘‘Say Jim’”’ 
(altho that wasn’t the name) ‘‘why do we use canvas on 
pipe covering ?”’ 

The distributor threw up his hands. ‘*That question 
has been asked me a dozen times and the only answer I ean 
give is, because we always have used it, which, of course 
is the same as saying ‘What’s good enough for great grand- 
father is good enough for me.’ ”’ 

Why do we use canvas on pipe covering ? 

Is it a hangover from the old days when pipes were 
covered with almost anything and carpet, burlap or other 
material wrapped around to keep the covering on the pipe? 

Is it convenient to apply? One manufacturer figures 
it takes three separate operations—taking the canvas off 
the section that the section may be placed around the pipe, 
placing the canvas around the covering again when on the 
pipe, and finally pasting the edges together. An outer 
jacket fastened to or made as a part of the section of cov- 
ering would undoubtedly be handier and take less labor in 
application. 

Canvas isn’t fireproof, or even fire resistant, as most 
pipe coverings are. 

Often we read in advertising matter published by 
various insulation manufacturers that it ‘‘makes a neat 
and attractive job.’’ Does it? We can think of many more 
attractive finishes than white canvas which catches every 
bit of dust coming its way, and which cannot be readily 
cleaned after once applied. 

It may be neat when first installed. But after a year 
or two’s exposure to the dust and dirt which naturally are 
prevalent in most places where pipe covering is used (and 
generally it is used in close proximity to coal bins) the 
only neat feature of the job is the regular spacing of the 
lacquer bands which hold the canvas and the covering in 
place.

Preliminary report on the census of asbestos manu- 
factures for 1929 has just been issued, by the U. S. Bureau 
of Census and gives some interesting data. 

Two hundred and thirty establishments are covered 
by this report, 166 being manufacturers of steam and 
other packing, pipe and boiler covering and gaskets and 
64 manufacturers of Asbestos products other than steam 
packing and pipe and boiler covering, and gaskets. 

Table No. 1 of this report gives information as to 
number of wage earners employed, wages paid, cost of 
materials, fuel, ete., and compares the data with that 
reported in the 1927 census. 

Table No. 2 gives production of the various classes, 
in both quantity and value, and this table we print below:

Carboloy Revolutionizes Cutting 
Of Asbestos Pipe Covering 


A revolutionary method of cutting asbestos pipe cov- 
ering, thru the use of Carboloy-fitted saws is reported by 
one of the manufacturers’ of this material. 

By this method, the production per saw for each grind- 
ing has been increased forty times, resulting in great re- 
duction in costs and larger output per machine. 

What is Carboloy, which makes such results possible?

Sections of aircell pipe covering are fed into the carboloy- 

fitted slitting saw at the right, and by conveyor are passed 
to the left thru carboloy trimmer saws. 


It is a new alloy, which contains no steel. It is a compound 
of tungsten earbide and cobalt, and is one of the hardest 
substances known—second only to the diamond in hard- 
ness. In its application to saws it is used to tip the teeth, 
cutting edges of Carboloy being brazed to the steel. The 
application of Carboloy to saws and knives was perfected 
by Henry Disston & Sons, Inc., of Philadelphia. 

Carboloy fitted saws and knives have proved par- 
ticularly efficient in cutting asbestos materials, gypsum 
fibre, plywoods, wallboards, fireproof wood and other ma-

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terials containing abrasive substances. They have also 
established amazing records in cutting brass, copper and 
other non-ferrous metals. 

In the manufacture of asbestos aircell pipe covering, 
silicate of soda is used to glue together the layers of cor- 
rugated asbestos paper and of plain paper, making the cut- 
ting of this material difficult. The edge of an ordinary 
saw is actually ground away by friction. 








The finished sections of the pipe covering have to be 
slitted to allow the asbestos to be applied to the pipe. Mov- 
ing under the saw, the covering is cut apart on one side 
while the opposite side is slitted half way thru. With 
regular saws the edge and teeth are worn off in cutting 
3,000 sections. When the manufacturer referred to be- 
came interested in the possibilities of the Disston Carboloy- 
fitted saws, they installed a thirty inch blade with 24 teeth, 
and the result was amazing.

On the first run, without resharpening, this saw cut 
114,000 sections, or more than 64 miles of covering. On 
the second run the same saw cut 135,000 sections before it 
was removed for refitting, making a total of 76 miles before 
the teeth again required sharpening. This compares with a 
maximum of about 3,000 sections cut by a regular carbon- 
steel saw and represents an average of 41 times more cut- 
ting than was possible previously before the saw required

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refitting. Either of these runs with the Carboloy-fitted saw 
would have worn out two regular saws, and added the ad- 
ditional loss of time and cost for 82 refittings. 

Pleased by these results, the manufacturer then install- 
ed carboloy fitted saws on the trimmer. Moving forward 
on supporting arms, the ends of sections are edged by two 
18 inch earboloy-fitted saws. When these cuts were made 
by regular circular or narrow band saws, the section had 
to be held on the ways and the saws refitted daily. Now 
there is so little effort in eutting that the pieces need not 
be held, but ride smoothly under the blades. These cuts are 
particularly abrasive as the water glass collects toward the 
end of the pipe covering. 

Another advantage from Carboloy-fitted saws was the 
smoother cut, which allows the covering to be closed with 
a perfect joint after it is mounted on the pipe. This ad- 
vantage would of itself largely justify this type of saw. 
In a day’s run as high as 4,300 sections have been cut by 
this machine.

Russian Asbestos. 

The arrival of a thousand tons of asbestos from 
Russia during September, and a seven hundred ton 
cargo only a few days ago, with possibly some in between, 
is causing much comment as to when and where the 
Russian importations will stop, especially as the values 
are not high. 

Ever since wheat, pulpwood and other products were 
‘‘dumped’”’ on the United States Market, we could not 
help wondering whether asbestos would be next, for pro- 
duction of asbestos in the Urals has been increasing very 
rapidly during the past year. 

Fair competition is well and good, but if this Russian 
asbestos is to be sold at prices at which the Canadian 
and other materials cannot possibly be produced,—and 
under the Russian plan of commerce this seems not un- 
likely—the low priced Russian asbestos will demoralize 
not only the raw material, but the manufactured asbestos 
markets as well. 

It behooves everyone interested in the asbestos in- 
dustry, to give the matter some thought. 

Ridiculous Statements. 

Every once in a while we run across a chance refer- 
ence to asbestos in the newspapers which indicates beyond 
question that the writer thereof is entirely unfamiliar with 
the material or its uses.

The article which we published in September under 
the above title caused (as we expected) some discussion 
among the trade.

Better get the gasket best suited to the purpose, 
even tho not so convenient and probably more expensive, 
than run the risk of having the job blow out. 

We hope soon to publish an article which will show 
the purposes for which various kinds of gaskets are 
suited, and why.

Little Lessons in Selling 
MECHANICAL SKILL IN SELLING 
By Joun T. BARTLETT 

You are not an expert salesman until you have a sell- 
ing voice and a selling manner. Cultivate, develop, each. 

You must have a voice which is, above all else, persua- 
sive. We have noticed that many men, developing sales- 
manship, acquire a characteristic selling pitch and tone, 
and often this is quite unlike speaking traits formerly 
possessed. Some salesmen may put deals across by talking 
in loud tones, but more do so by using lowered tones, which 
have a soothing, winning character. 

Thru much practice, a salesman can make his charac- 
teristic persuasive voice a mechanical accessory. In other 
words, he falls into it automatically as he begins to 
‘‘work’’ a prospect. 

Manner can be made mechanical, automatic. There 
should be in it exactly the right amount of deference, con- 
sideration—and exactly the right proportion of confidence, 
earnestness. 

Even many of the sales arguments used can be made, 
in respect to the words, mechanical. 

There is a big reason why the salesman should train 
himself well in the mechanies of selling, making them 
habits. Thus is eliminated much of the strain of selling. 
Thus is it assured that the salesman when confronted by 
new situations will not be bewildered, for the salesman who 
knows that his mechanies are right is able to calmly size up 
a situation even as he is moving into it.

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


General Business. , 

There appears to be a rather general opinion that the 
turning point in business has been reached, and from now 
on improvement will be steady even if very gradual. 

This may not be apparent in all trades—in fact in 
quite a few improvement is practically nil up to the present 
time, but an upward trend in even a few lines, and how- 
ever slight, is encouraging. 

Collections of wholesale and manufacturing firms 
thruout the country are reported by the National Associa- 
tion of Credit Men to be at least six per cent better than 
they were a month ago. ‘‘From the credit point of view,’’ 
says Dr. Stephen I. Miller, executive manager of the Asso- 
ciation, ‘‘the outstanding feature of the present business 
situation is this country-wide improvement in collections. 
We can see in it a dependable sign of better things just 
around the corner.’’ 

The automobile industry is still very slow, showing 
practically no signs of improvement. The building line on 
the other hand has some favorable factors, September con- 
tracts in residential building having gained considerably 
over August. 

Patience, however, continues to be a virtue. 
Asbestos—Raw Material. 

Good weather, plus small sales, has been increasing 
stocks of asbestos in Canada. European business being bad, 
shingle fibre sales for European consumption, have been 
poor. Demand for spinning stocks for the United States 
consumption has not been active. Shorter grades have only 
been fair and prices generally weak. 

It is rumored that Russia is now producing spinning 
fibres and shingle fibres of the same types as those pro- 
duced by Canada, while heretofore Russia has been con- 
fining her activities primarily to crudes. We learn that the 
freight rate from the Asbestos Mines in Russia to New 
York or Philadelphia is no higher than the freight rate 
from Thetford Mines to similar points in the United States.

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Rhodesia seems to be curtailing output, but even so, 
large stocks have accumulated at the mines. 

Asbestos at the moment, seems to be on a par with 
other minerals in which it is apparent that it is largely a 
buyer’s market. 

At prices now quoted for asbestos, it is a question 
whether any of the large operators can make profits com- 
mensurate with their investments, taking the depletion of 
their properties into consideration. 

Low prices of asbestos do not help the manufacturers 
and no doubt the manufacturers would be delighted if 
there were more stability in prices, to enable them to figure 
with any certainty their own costs for future operations. 

Surely when markets are so depressed, it would seem 
highly advisable that all producers of asbestos should at- 
tempt to come to some understanding and arrive at a basis 
of cooperation instead of such intense competition. 
Manufactured Asbestos Products. 

Textiles seem to be the battleground of the industry 
at the present time. In common with all other products, it 
is a buyer’s market and the buyer knows it and knows it 
well. Quotations from the stronger companies run any- 
where from 10 to 15% over quotations from the weaker 
companies who need the business at any price. To the 
buyers of Asbestos Textiles who read this market report, 
the following suggestion is given: dealing with old, es- 
tablished companies is the surest safeguard of satisfaction. 
You can get low prices from some Asbestos companies at 
the present time but you may suffer for it because of the 
quality of the product you receive, and later, you may 
have to return to the established suppliers. Being a shrewd 
buyer is not the same as being a price buyer—never has 
been, even less now than ever before. There is no substitute 
for knowing your supplier; and if a choice between in- 
tegrity in a source and price, we would choose integrity 
anytime. 

Recently comments regarding the outlook for Brake 
Lining were exchanged among three or four of the largest 
manufacturers of this commodity in the United States. All 
of these manufacturers seem to be agreed that Brake Lin-

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ing prospects for 1931 are, while not so rosy as 1929, at least 
normal,—meaning that 1931 will not be a boom year for 
the sale of Brake Lining but should be normal in relation 
to the years immediately preceding 1929. It is the consen- 
sus of opinion that the Brake Lining factories are receiv- 
ing rather nice orders for this time of the year and produc- 
tion which, during the last month has been on a three day 
basis, has now jumped to an average five day week in the 
large brake lining factories. This, while not indicative of 
a general pickup in the Brake Lining Industry, is never- 
theless encouraging and we look forward to fair business 
until the first of January anyway. 

The Asbestos Packing market, while in the doldrums 
at the present time, is going to be pretty good not so far 
in the future. The smaller semi-manufacturers of Pack- 
ings are going out of business every day, driven from 
the field by the competition of the larger companies, and 
every one of these companies that go out of business, make 
the field so much more secure for the larger, well establish- 
ed units. The Packing manufacturer who sticks thru this 
depression is going to be amply recompensed for his losses 
in the future by the increase of business which will gravi- 
tate to him thru the elimination of the lesser and weaker 
units. 

Insulation. High Pressure. Orders are coming in 
very slowly, altho there is still some little hangover on 
jobs that were closed some months ago. Volume seems to 
be slowly but surely decreasing, in line with recessions in 
other businesses; and this condition will most likely con- 
tinue until the upturn in business is more marked. 

In the low pressure field demand has been fair, better 
than was expected. In fact October seems to have been 
a pretty good month in this line, better than August or 
September. Prices remain quite steady. 

Paper and Millboard. Demand is only fair, with very 
little change from the previous several months. Prices 
fairly steady. 

Asbestos Cement Products. In the asbestos cement pro- 
duets little change is noted. Considering the season of the 
year, the depression in business generally, the slowness of 
the building market, and other unfavorable factors, de- 
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mand for asbestos cement shingles has been fair. 


There has not been much demand for corrugated ma- 
terial during the past month. True some very large orders 
came thru but these had been developing for several prev- 
ious months and just happened to break in October. 


The demand for flat asbestos cement sheathing or lum- 
ber is quite steady, the uses for this material being mostly 
industrial rather than dependent on the building market.

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The Market For Asbestos 
In Japan’ 


The market in Japan for asbestos in lump, powder 
and fibre, as well as in packing and other forms, is in- 
creasing year by year, owing to the expansion of indus- 
trial plants using this material, and to the great variety 
of uses to which asbestos products are being put in 
everyday life. Crude asbestos is manufactured locally 
into roofing slate, millboards, packings, yarns, ete., while 
in competition with these, manufactured goods, consist- 
ing primarily of yarns, boards, steam packings, brake 
and elutch linings, and roofing materials—are being im- 
ported, but in declining quantities. 

About 80% of the domestic imports of asbestos fibre 
come directly from Canada, a small percentage from Russia 
—mainly thru German merchants in Hamburg—and the 
balance is brought in thru the medium of one or two Eng- 
lish concerns who are interested in the African deposits. 

The following statistics give the quantity and value 
of asbestos and asbestos products imported into Japan 
during 1929 and during the first five months of 1930. 
From these it will be seen that the proportionate value 
of the manufactured goods is considerably greater than

It is estimated that about 20 tons of short fibre are 
imported for every 5 tons of long fibre, and that at the 
moment (August 1930) there is a very considerable stock 
of short fibre in Japan, due no doubt to the general 
economic depression. In discussing the question of 
asbestos with manufacturers in Japan, the impression 
was gained that they are most anxious to secure supplies 
of blue asbestos yarn made by the Cape Asbestos Com- 
pany, but as there is an insufficient quantity available for 
European consumption, no stocks were available for 
Japan. It seems that the preference in Japan is for blue 
asbestos but that stock and price are a determining factor 
in the use of the Canadian product. 


Generally speaking, the marketing of asbestos in 
Japan is somewhat difficult owing to the influence of two 
of the leading trading companies, and to the fact that

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these concerns are interested financially in so many of 
the larger consumers. An analysis of the asbestos im- 
ports thru the port of Yokohama during the last four 
months of 1929 showed that one Japanese Company 
brought in 11,000 bags of crude asbestos and another 
6,500 bags. A further 7,000 bags were imported during 
the same period by a Japanese firm, representing among 
other companies a Canadian asbestos producer. The 
question of financing the smaller dealers, who form a 
large part of the consumers of asbestos, must also be 
taken into consideration. Importers are obliged to sell 
to dealers and consumers on sixty to ninety days’ credit. 
The competition between local manufacturers of asbestos 
products is very keen, their credit terms having recently 
been extended to 90 and 120 days in an attempt to keep 
sales up to the usual standard. 

The dockyards are large buyers of asbestos, and a 
fair amount of asbestos and asbestos materials is also 
sold to the Government arsenals and to the Imperial 
Government Railways. Asbestos products in appreciable 
volume are also used in industrial enterprises, especially 
to acid plants and the like. Of late years the domestic 
production of pipe coverings, millboard, packings, cloths, 
yarns, etc., has been concentrated on and developed, with 
the result that these manufactures have largely replaced 
those of foreign origin. In this branch of the industry 
considerable quantities of crude and fibre are used. A 
list of the chief consumers, with their products, together 
with their credit standing and the asbestos that is used 
in their plants, is on file at the Department of Trade and 
Commerce, Ottawa, and may be referred to by Canadian 
firms. 

The demand for lump powder and fibre runs to about 
12,000 tons annually, and this is almost certain to increase 
year by year as the country becomes industrialized, and 
the uses to which asbestos products may be put become 
better known.

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Another Asbestos Mail Bag 


Almost at the same time that the U. S. Bureau of 
Standards, under the supervision of the Post Office De- 
partment, was conducting experiments on an asbestos 
mail bag, with a view to adopting it for air mail service, 
another bag was being tested out by the National Air 
Transport, Ine., and the Railway Express Ageney, at the 
Municipal Airport in Chicago. 





The bag mentioned in our September number, and 
adopted by the U. 8. Post Office Department, was de- 
signed, we understand, by the Keasbey & Mattison Com- 
pany. This bag tested in Chicago, was designed by 
Johns-Manville Corporation. 

The bag tested at Chicago is round, being 13% 
inches in diameter by 19 inches high, with a mail com- 
partment 12 inches in diameter by 17 inches high, and is 
equipped with a lock device in much the same manner 
as regular mail pouches. The weight of the bag is 20 
pounds. 

It successfully passed the fire test at the Municipal 
Airport in Chicago on July 10th, and immediately after 
the test one of the bags left the airport in actual service 
with the Railway Express Agency. Thirty of these bags 
are now in service, used for protecting both mail and 
express matter from fire.
